Mepboſtophilus ſets himſelf down to make one

herd, who dances to entertain 'em, then bows 


to the Company, and ſinks. The two Hus- 
bands, by this time, have found the Windows 
up one pair of Stairs on the Inſſ de of the Houſe, 


which they open; and perceiving their Wives 


making nierry with the Doctor, threaten em 


out of the Window, The Wives ſeeing em, 
ſhew em to the Doctor, who waves his Wand, 
and immediately, upon both the Countrymens 


Foreheads, One out a Pair of large Horns:

They till threaten the Dodor, 1 tho' ad tothe 
Window, who goes out with the Women, de- 
riding the Husbands : Fauſtus beckons the Ta 
ble, which runs out after him. 

The Scene changes to the Street. An Uſurer 
enters with a Bag of Money, croſſes the Stage, 
and knocks at the Doctor's Door; the Servant 
enters, compliments him, and ſhews him the 
Way in. 

The Scene changes to the Inſide of the Route 
and diſcovers the Doctor writing at a Table: 

The Uſurer enters again with his Bag of Mo- 
ney, which he puts on the Table before the 
Doctor; the Doctor offers him a promiſſory 
Note; Which he refuſes with Contempt, and 
points to his right Leg: The Doctor offers him 
his Arm, or his Head; but ſtill he in ſiſts on 
his right Leg. At laſt he complies, puts it on 
the Table, the Uſurer cuts it off with a Knife 
brought for that purpoſe, and goes out with the 
Leg, rejoicing and mocking the Doctor. The 
Doctor waves his Wand, on which enters Me. 
phoſtophilus, who knowing what he wants, 
waves his Wand, and immediately Legs of ſe- 
veral Colours, Sorts and Sizes, both Mens and 
Womens, flie in; the Doctor chuſes one, which

is a Woman's, and it immediately runs from 
the reſt, and fixes to the Doctors Leg: He 


jumps on the Table, and admires his Leg, then 


jumps on the Ground, and dances to a brisk 
Tunc. Immediately after enters a Bawd, with 


a Courtezan along with her; the Doctor runs 


to the Bawd, and kiſſes her, he afterwards takes 
hold of the Courtezan, in order to carry her

Scene 
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Scene changes to the Doctor's Study. - Se- 
veral Students and Countrymen enter before 
the Doctor diſguisd, who brings a Statue on a 
Pedeſtal, ſuppos d to be composd of Clock- 
work ; he takes an Engin and winds him in 
ſeveral Poſtures to pleaſe them.

" ARS, the God of War, was Son of 
Juno, who being difpleasd that Jupz- 
ter ſhould have his Daughter Minerva without 
her Aſliſtance, was reſolvd to try if ſhe could 
not have an Offspring without any Cohabiti- 
on with her Husband ; therefore ſhe determin'd 
to ask Counſel of Oceanus (the Son of Cœlus 
and. Veſta) but in her Travels to find him our, 
he met with Flora, Goddeſs of Flowers, who 
"= her a Flower to ſmell to, by which 
ne conceiv'd, and brought forth Mars. He 
was put to Nurſe to Tkero (or Fierceneſs) a 
Deity among the barbarous Scythiaug. He is 
fzurdin a Chariot drawn by two Horſes, call'd 
{error and Fear, preceded by Fame and Dil 
cord in torn Garments, and follow'd by Cla- 
mour and Anger. Bellona, Goddeſs of War 
(by ſome allow'd to be his Daughter) guides 
dis Chariot with a bloody Whip in her Hinds

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lawful Wife, the Nymph Nerione, but he had 
many Children by other Women; he loy'd and 
was bclov'd of YV:nus, Wife to Vulcan, with 
whom he had frequent Meetings undiſcover'd : 
Fearing nothing more than the Sun, who ſecs 
all Things in his Courſe, he commanded Gallus 
to watch, and give Notice of the Riſing of 
that God. Tt fo chanc'd that the Youth fell 
aſleep, and Apollo going on his daily Task, 
diſcoverd em, and inform'd Vulcan of his Dil. 
grace, who took his Opportunity (firſt prepar- 
ing a Net at his Forge in Lemnos) and caught 
em, exposd them together to all the celeſtial 
Powers; but, at the Intreaty of Neptune, releas'd 
'em, and forgave his Wife. Gallus, for Neg- | 
lecting his Charge, he turn'd into a Cock, which 
no (to make amends for his paſt Faults) gives | 
warning (by crowing) of the Sun's .

and ſwore him by the River S7yx, (an Oath fa- 
cred to the Gods) to perform it, which was to 


come to her in all his Glory. The God, with 
ReluQance, granted her Requeſt, which provit 
her Deſtruction; for ſhe being mortal, could 
not ſuſtain the Force of his Lightning and Thun- 
der; but was conſumed to Aſhes; from whence 


(Phoenix like) ſprung Bacchus + And being

conceiv'd but eight Months, he was ſown into the 


Thigh of Jupiter, till his mature Birth. From 


this, by ſome Authors, he was call'd Bimater; 
as if he had two Mothers: He is pictur'd a fair 
blooming Youth, with a ruddy Complexion, 


Wand twiſted with Vines, fitting in a Chariot 


drawn by Lynxes. Bacchus, in the Wars of 

the Giants, did Wonders, in the Shape of a 

Lion. According to Polydor Virgil, de rer. in- 
vent. Lib. 3. Cap. 13. he was the firſt Foun- 
der of Theatres. 


Ceres, the Goddeſs of Harveſt, was a 


ter to Saturn, and Ops or Cybele, born in Crete. 


In her Youth (her Brother) fell in Love wirh

cloath'd in a Leopard's Skin, with a Thyrſis or

her, and had Iſluc by her Proſerpere, afterwards 
 Witc to Pluto. Cores fell in Love with Ja- 
ſon, the Son of Jupiter and Electra, as he 
lay ſleeping in a new plough'd Field, by whom 
ſhe had Plulus, God of Riches ; but Jupiter, 
dilpleas'd to have his Son his Rival, deſtroy'd 
him with his Thunder. When Ceres was in 
Sicily, to overlook the Harveſt, her Daughter 
 Proſerpine was carried away by Pluto; which 
griev'd her ſo, that ſhe ſpent ſeveral Months 
in ſearching her all over the habitable World. 
In her Journey, ſhe received many Civilities | 
in the Places ſhe paſ'd through. Iambe, the 
Daughter of Pan, (the wood Goch) and Echo, 
would divert the Goddeſs with little Talcs, 
Fancics and Jeſts in Verſe; which Nun bers 
afterwards were call d from her, Iambics. 
Ceres taught Mankind how to ſow, reap, 
houſe and winuow the Corn: Her Stature is 
majeſtick, well-ſhap'd, and beautiful; her 
Hair yellow, and crown'd with, ripe Ears of 
Wheat, with a yellow Robe, a Sickle in one 
Hand, and a Cornucopia revers'd in her other. 
The Romans celebrated the Feaſts of Ceres, 
before the Ides of Asril. in the Circus, which 
continu 0 eight Days.

Mercur, Mr. HHaw. 


Ercury was the Son of Jupiter and Maia, 
the Daughter of Atlas, born upon the 
Mountain COylle ne, in Arcadia, and brought up 
there: He was no ſooner born, than buſy; he 


vas born in the Morning, he made a Harp, and 


could play upon it clegantly by Noon, and had 


made Shift to ſteal Apollo's Cattle e er it was 
Night. Juno gave him ſuck in his Infancy, but 


being a little too cager, ſome of the Milk fell 
upon the Heavens, and made that Road call'd 
the Milky-way. I ulcan taking him in his Arms 


to-carcts him, he ſtole away his Working. tools. 


Venus making much of him, after having o- 
vercome Cupid in wreſtling, he ſtole away her 
{efius, the lame Day he ſtole Jupiter's Scep- 
de; and had done as much by his Thunder, but 
it prov'd too hot to hold. Mercury was the 
moſt vigilant of the Gods (as Thieves are al- 


ways watchful) never reſting Night or Day : He 


was Cup-bearer to his Father Jupiter, till Ga- 
ned turn'd him out of his Place: He was 
Meſſenger to Jupiter, as Iris to Funo, The 


Thieves invoke his Influence, when in their
